ment has seized the cable office at that point and discharged all operators except 


one, who has been put under oath not to reveal the material sont from tho fleet tu 


Washington.

Maine -woods, frequently, are foil 
men who axe making a good living by 
trapping. 


Though, an otter Is not a hard an 


Imal to catch, it is a very 
difflcul 


creature to hold. Consequently ape 
clal traps have to be made for the bu» 
cess. The traps, which are toothless, 
having wide jaws that pinch withou 
cutting, are set along streams cear th 
blowholes, where the small fish congre- 
gate. If possible, a trap is set at the en 
trance of ablowhole, and concealedwit 
a covering of light brush or snow, f 
long chain is made fast to the ice BO 
that the animal cannot get away wit 
the trap, and a ten-pound stone is a 
tached to the trap for the purpose o 
drowning the ottef when it plunge 
into the water after getting cangh 
Other traps are set in swamps an 
baited with fresh fish. Here the trap 
are attached to spring poles that 111 
the otter and trap high in the air. Thes 
precautions are taken because an otte 
will eat off his legs and set himse' 
free five minutes after he is caught un 
less he is placed in a position where h 
is unable to bite. Traps are also se 
upon the sides of steep snowy bank 
that lead down to the lakes, so the o 
ters may slide into them when « 
play. 


There is always a good demand fo 


sable fur, and though these little an 
imals are never plentiful in Maine 
they are easily caught, and r.o fu 
hunter ever goes to the woods withou 
carrying a few sable traps. The fa- 
vorite way of catching sable is to bor 
i two-inch auger bole in the trun 
of a growing tree and place honey i 
the further end of the hole. Horsesho 
nails are driven in from the outsid 
so that their points converge on the in 
side of the hole. 
When a sable, at 


tached by the smell of the honey, puts 
its head into the hole, the point of th 
nails catch him by the neck and hoi 
him until the trapper comes. After th 
sable is killed the nails are drawn on 
with a claw hammer, and when the 
are reinserted the trap is set. Sable 
are also caught in small steel traps 
such as are used for muskrats. 


The unprecedented demand for pole 


cat and lynx skins is due to a bounty 
of two dollars, which the state oflere 
last winter. Hitherto nobody woulc 
waste powder on the polecats, as the! 
pelts were not worth taking off, bu 
now that the state has made them val 
uable, a large number of hunters »r 
earning good wages at catching pole 
cats for the bounty. The polecat is an 
unsuspecting, 
heedless animal tha 


may be caught as easily as a skunk 
Though this law was not passed unti 
last March, the state has already paii 
out more than $2,000 in polecat boun 
ties. 
If the supply holds out, a gone 


number of bounty hunters will ge 
rich before spring.

In Maine, wears a coat that is wort] 
from three to five dollars, acordingt 
size and quality, and is caught in fox 
traps.

It depends upon a number of things 


To make one rule fit all cages would be 
impossible. Indeed, the numerous and 
excellent answers to this question- re- 
ceived by Success, differing- so widely 
in their import, hove, like tlie verdict 
of the travelers concerning the chamel- 
eon, "all been, right and all been 
wrong." 


There are occasionally mera to whom 


home restraint* and home require- 
ment* would be exceedingly irksome, 
even detrimental.

Ther are, on the other hand, many 


young men, and perhaps more women, 
whose hearts are, by isolation, want of 
sympathy, loneliness, and lack of com- 
fortable living, so dissatisfied that 
brains and hands refuse to do their 
potential best; and, in their restless- 
ness, these people spend money need- 
lessly on many things which have in 
them a possible temporary satisfaction, 
or which render thought impossible for 
a time. People of this type, if rightly 
mated, find in marriage their highest 
happiness and most efficient help. 


To a majority of people a feeling- of 


being settled is necessary to success. 
Very few men can have this feeling 
without a home. The student or clerk 
has his room or his den; the military 
officer has his quarters; the sea captain, 
his cabin; the herdsman, his ranch; as- 
sociated men have their clubs, societies 


d, lodges; but, without a woman, a 


home is practically unknown. 


Few single men save their earnings. 


During their bachelor days, they are 
liable to form expensive and careless 
Imbite, and to keep bad company, all 
of which means not only a scattering 
of dollars, but a dulling of the brain 
power and hand power by which dol- 
lars are earned. Such men need a neu- 
tralizing influence, a countermagnet, 
which' will draw and keep them away 
from demoralizing haunts. This mag- 
net is usually found in a wife and home. 
"I should never have saved a dollar had 
I not had a wife's trust, encouragement 
and counsel and the hope of a home be- 
fore my eyes," said a young manj tp 
the writer.

great success in life; for, unless he is 
extremely fortunate, his family de- 
mands will increase faster than>his abil- 
ity to meet them. Most self-made rich 
men say the first thousand \vos the 
hardest of all their wealth to accumu- 
late, so that a young" man on an ordi- 
nary salary, with a family oa his bands 
and, no surplus earnin'gs, will find it 
very difficult to get this first thousand 
ahead. 


Again, when one husband and wife 


find stimulus and happiness in build- 
ing up a success inch by inch, another 
couple would be constantly chafed and 
Irritated by poverty and its depriva- 
tions, and so wreck life in an endeavor 
to procure the wherewithal to live. It 
is worse still when only one of a. mar- 
ried pair feels this impatience of condi- 
tions and the irritation from curtail- 
ment of expense. 


We must, thpn, conclude tiafc 


whether early marriage hinders or 
helps success depends upon three things 
—the mental and material needs of the 
individual, his ability to provide satis- 
factory home conditions and his choice 
of a mate. These conditions being prop- 
erly met, early marriage is undoubted- 
ly, in a large majority of cases, not a 
hindrance, but an immense help to sue- 
iess.—Success.

nition of the Independence of the People of Cuba," demanding th 
the Government of Spain relinquish its authority and 
in the Island of Cuba, and to withdraw its land and iia\al for 
from Cuba and Cuban waters, and directing the President Of th 
United States to use the land and naval forces of the United State 
to carry these resolutions into effect ; and, 


WHEBEAS, By act of Congress entitled, "An Act to pro\idefor 


temporarily increasing the military establishment of the United 
States in time of war and for other purposes,'' approved April '>2 
1898, the President is authorized in order to raise a volunteer armv 
to issue his proclamation calling for volunteers to serve in the armv 
of the United States ; now, therefore, I, William HcKiidey, 
dent of the United States, by virtue of the power vested in mo by the 
Constitution and laws, and deeming sufficient occasion to exist have 
thought fit to call forth, and hereby do call forth, volunteers to the
